REGULAR ARMY RATIONS, 


Hen in Camp Are Fed on the Diet 


Fixed by the Government. 


SPRISQFIBLD, ILL., May; 5.—The 


regular army rations on which the men 
at Camp Tanner ara now inbilstlng are 
not as sumptaoni as those furnished by 
the state. Although the state is furnish- 
ing the rations and will do so until each 
company 19 mustered Into tbe regular 
army, they are not ai generous as they 
have been heretofore. 
The government 


commissary department will reimburse 
tho state for rations on regular army ra- 
aon basis and it Is on this diet tba militia 
In camp will have to subilit. 


The regular army list Includes fresh 


l>9ef or pork or bacon; fresh bread or 
ha'd tack; beans or peas or rice; potatoes 
or onions, fisb, fresh or pickled, coffee, 
sugar, -'lit, pepper and vinegar. 


Tbe proportion may be divided so that 


at the same mess tbe men may enjoy a 
portion of tbe entire fare mentioned 
above. 


The rations per man dally are as fol- 


lows: Fresh beef or mutton, 30 ounces 
or fresh llsb IS ounces, or pickled Bah IS 
ounces, or dried flab 15 ounces; pork or 
bacon 13 ouncoi, or ealt beof 23 ounces; 
bread flour IS ounces, or soft bread IS 
ounces or bard tack 16 ounce*, or corn 
meal 20 ounces; beans S 2-6 ounces, or 
peas 2 2 5 ounces, or rica 1 3-6 ounces, or 
hominy 1 3-5 ounces; coffee 1 7-5 onnco0, 
sugar 3 3-5 ounces; vinegar 8-3 gallon; 
candles fi 2 ounce, i-alt 16-2 ounce; pep- 
per 1 2 ounce. A pound of fresh vegeta 
bles Is allowed for each man dally.

nila via the Islands of Formosa. It says that after disposing, of the* Spanish fleet and Cavite, Commodore 
Dewey bombarded Manila itself. The city, it appears, was soon on fire in many parts, the work chiefly of the 
insurgents. Great loss of life is reported among the Spanish residents at Manila.

States, Polo y Bernabe, has left Canada for Madrid.

ON THE RUSOO TAMPA. 


All Regiments at Chickamauga Are Ready to Move at 


a Moment's Notice. 


Chattanooga, May 6.--The 
Twenty-fifth regiment, infantry, colored, 


Col. Burt, left for Tampa this afternoon on special trains for a quick trip. Every 
regiment at Chickamauga has received orders to ship all surplus baggage to 
the home posts at once. The order is being carried out and the army may now 


be said to be ready with simply field equipment to move at a moment's notice. 


Means Immediate Invasion. 


Tampa, Fla., May 6.--Seven transport ships now here will soon be ready to 


load troops. They are coaling and carpenters are at work fitting up the stalls 


for the horses. There is great uncertainty as to the time of sailing. It will 
probably not be before decisive action between the Spanish and American fleets.

BOMBARDMENT.

barded. Not only did the Marblehead silence the bat- 
teries of the town on the afternoon of April 29, but 
shelled the town itself, playing havoc with the build- 
ings and driving thousands of the inhabitants to the 
interior. The shooting at the forts was at 4000yards. 
As soon as the forts were disabled Captain McCalta 
ordered that the 5-inch guns be given an elevation to 
reach the 8000 yards. 


Firing began with the starboard batteries followed 


by the ports.

Women of leisure have a new occupa 


Uon. They have taken to the fancy 
work of their granddames and grand- 
aunts Flimsy knotted tatting is to 
be seen these days in the slender 
hands of fair maids and young matrons. 
Scores of years ago it was the fashion- 
able handiwork of women when spend- 
ing the afternoon at the homes of their 
friends. la those far-off days too it was 
the favorite trimming for dainty un- 
derclothes, and also the fancy aprons 
in which no grandmamma or fond mam- 
ma's daughter ever failed to appear. 
And now, after all these long years, 
some clever maid has resurrected from 
some long-unused workbox u tortoise 
shuttle. After weaving it in and out 
with the finest linen thread the trim- 
ming of her long-dead ancestors ap- 
pears. 


But one thing is sure, the maid who 


undertakes to make this fancy trim- 
ming for garments has delicate white 
hands w ith perfectly cared for nails. The 
girl who has not long white fingers 
tipped with shell pink nails never takes 
to her grandmother's tatting foramusc- 
ment. The long shiny thread needs to 
be twisted about the thumb, middle 
and little fingers of the left hand, while 
the old-fashioned shuttle is taken del- 
icately between the thumb and the 
first finger of the right and slipped in 
and out, over and under, time and tim'e 
again, while the pretty hands are well 
exposed to view. 


In no hand work arc well-cared for 


fingers so much show™ to advantage as 
in the dainty handwork of the grand- 
dames. Knitting, crocheting and sew- 
ing are all well enough in thefr way, 
but fair fingers will become stained 
.from the dye in wool. No matter how 
beautifully brilliant the reds and pinks 
'may be in yarn and worsted, it is an- 
other thing when it is transferred to 
fingers which should alwaj h b« spotless. 
A delicate steel needle may also look 
pretty glistening in the sun, but pricks 
are never comfortable and the scars 
left from them are not supposed to be 
becoming to the lilies who neither toil 
nor spin.

many, France, Italy, nor Japan, has

until another great naval battle lias been 
fongnt between Spain's ships and those 


of the United States. Each of these for- 
eign countries has spent millions of dol- 
lars building navies that have never been 
tried. 


Their guns and their ships are largely 


experimental and they want to know 
what the nary of the futnre is going to 
be. The United States la equally anxious 
to make sure of her strength, and that 
there will be another big battle before 
tbi* war is ended there la absolutely no 
doubt. 


The time may come when the powers 


will make Spain desist, but they will not 
dictate ta the United State* what the 
conditions shall be. 


Europe cannot bring pressure to bear 


on tbe United States hiving as its ubject 
the rellnqnlshment of the fruits of war 
such as was put upon Japan when sh 
was compelled to give up Manchuria am 
nearly everything else (he had won from 
China.

News at Camp Tanner. 


KEY'WEST, May 8.-(On Board the Associated Press Dispatch Boat 


Kate Spencer.)—The big French liner Lafayette of Bantanazaro, with a 
full complement nf passengers and a general cargo, bound from Corrana, 
Spain, April 98, was captured off Havana shortly after snndownjlast night 
by the Annapolis, a third rate cruiser of six gun*. The Lafayette was head- 
ing directly lor Havana, and was captured only after a vary exalting 
chase. After being boarded once by an officer of the Annapolis, ihe at- 
tempted to run for It, but was again compelled to heave to. 


The Wilmington, Newport and Merrill participated in the capture. Af- 


ter an examination of the Frenchman's papet* a prize crew was placed on 
board and she wai sent to Key West under the escort of the Wilmington. 
A very delicate international question is thought to be involved. The 
fact that she is thought to have left a Spanish port after the declaration of 
war seems to be warrant enough for holding her. On the question of con- 
traband of war. Oifioera ot the Wilmington are reticent. The very large 
number of male passengers lead* to the supposition that she carried re- 
cruits for Hanava. 


It Is thought probable that France may raise some question regarding 


the capture of the Lafayette. 


KEY WEST, May 6.—It is said there is a aerions international aipect 


to the capture of th« Lafayette, as she mounts gtmi and is a French naval 
reserve vessel. 


Caused a Sensation in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The seizure of the French liner Lafayette 


caused a distinct sensation In official and diplomatic circles here, as it is 
believed It will Involve possibly more serious complications than have 
arisen thus far. 
Taking the facts as reported officially the state depart- 


ment declares positively that the vessel was a blockade runner, pure and 
simple, and as anih a lawful prize. The fact that whether or not she aar- 
ried contraband of war is cutting no figure. The seriousness cf the ques- 
tion, however, lie* in the fact tbat France is not likely to coincide In these 
views. In the absence of official advices the French ambassador declined 
to discuss the matter. It Is said to be unquestionable, however, 
that 


France will at once ledge a protest against the seizure. The view In French 
quarters Is that the vessel will be promptly released In view of the fact 
that the embassy eight days ago advised the state department that the La- 
fayette was on her way to this side and might be expected at Havana 
about this time. 
The understanding at the embassy is that she called from 


St. Nazaire, France, instead of Cornna, Spain, and that she Intended stop- 
ping at Havana merely to reooal, piior to proceeding to Vera Crnz, Mex. 
It is further ulaimed tbat she sailed befota the war declaration.
